"There is no excuse whatso¬ 
ever for that kind of conduct 
or anything like it." he told 
newsmen. 

At an evening banquet, ’Tru¬ 
deau formally repeated to the

It isn't tlie same in 
older people as it is with most 
children. (Very occasionally a 
child gets shingles, but that's 
pretty rare.) 

When a child gets chicken- 
pox. It is a res[M>nse to the 
total body. You have chicken- 
pox all over. When an adult 
gets shingiM, it affects a 
nerve nsit, and the miseries 
(blebs, itching, {lain) affect 
til# part of the body served hy 
that nerve.

WniAT IS DESCRIBED as R groundswell of 
W opposition to membership in the European 
Common Market is starting to make waves in Bri¬ 
tain. Troubled waters are stirring as the ciucial 
House of Commons vote on the issue nears. It is 
scheduled for October 28, and less than two weeks 
beforehand, a key member of Prime Minister 
Heath’s Conservative government has made rather 
a large splash for those who don’t want economic 
unity with West Germany, France, Italy, Belgium, 
Luxembourg and The Netherlands. 

Jasper More quit the government on the week¬ 
end, not only as a senior whip whose job was to 
help guide legislation through the Commons, but as 
vice-chamberlain to Queen Dizabeth’s household 
which entailed keeping Buckingham Palace in¬ 
formed on parliamentary developments. 

In his letter of explanation to Mr. Heath, Mr. 
More said he feared the common market develop¬ 
ing into a political community with transfer of leg 
islation and decision-making from Britain to the 
over-all authority. 

If Mr. More was Just another government 
backbencher who didnH go along wi|h the comm 
mon market membership, his resignation would not 
mean too much. There are at least 30 Conservative 
fnembei’s of Parliament who will vote against the 
entry, accoi*ding to a .survey published by the Lon¬ 
don Sunday Times. But he held greater responsi- 
bilHies than most, and his bolting could have a 
marked effect on the vote. 

The Times’ survey indicated the government’s 
majority is unlikely to lx? more than 40 votes, and 


even then It will have to depend on 50 Labor 
members who support ECM membership. 

The newspaper survey was made before Mr. 
More’s diamatic move, as was the latest Gallup 
poll which says 51- per cent of the British public op- 
rx)8es entry into the community, 27 approve and 
the remainder are undecided. 

So the vote might not be as cut and dried as it 
appeared to be a few months ago, which is rather 
difficult to fathom In view of new hues the United 
States has applied to the world scene in recent 
times. 

Take the new economic protectionism mea¬ 
sures, for one. Prime Minister Heath said they sent 
“rough winds’’ blowing across the wprld of trride 
and finance. He feared a protectioni^ trade war, 
and that is what the United States declared in a 
sjx?ech by Treasury Secretary Connally on the 
weekend.

This, if It 
were needed, is still further evidence that Britain 
and the other‘West Europeans should be joining 
forces with the greatest possible speed.’’ 


Chinese Guessing Game 


\Y/ESTERN OBSEIRVERS NORMALLY watch 
W closely for evidence of change In the hier¬ 
archy of the People’s Republic of China. But for 
the past month and more they have been straining 
all their resources just for a hint of what may be 
happening politically behind the very effective 
bamboo curtain — so far Without results of any 
substance. 

ChaiiTnan Mao Tse-tung has I'eappeared, It is 
ti’ue, which .sets at rest the wild rumore of his pos¬ 
sible death or, what would have been woi-se, his 
subordination in his lifetime. But the atmosphere 
of crisis remains, unexplained and in.scrutable. 

The single fact that military aircraft have 
Ix'en ground^ fonmore than a month is enough to 
convince watchers that the crisis is not imagined. 

Then there is the uncertainty about the fate of 
Liu Shao-chi, one-time chief of state, who dared to 
challenge Chairman of the Communist Party Mao 
Tse-tung. Was he one of those killed In the crash of 
a military aircraft Sept. 12 as it headed across Rus 
sian-orientated Mongolia? But would his flight 
from what was virtually house arrest in Peking 
constitute a crisis? Not unless he were accom¬ 
panied by men highly placed in the establishment, 
or if it were suspected he had help from them. 

That brings up the matter of Field Mai*shal 
Lin Piao. The designated successor to ChaiiTnan 
Mao has been absent from the official scene ever 
since the beginning of the so-called crisis. He is said 
to have a history of tuberculosis, and it could be he 
is ailing. But is that cause for Internal alarm? Is 
the matter of .succession so explosive that Peking 


dare not admit the marshal’s illness? 'Th^ silence 
invites speculation of dissent. 

The uncertainty, after all, would not he hard 
to bear were It not for the fact of China’s culrent 
importance In two areas: the.United Nations and 
the India-Pakistan confrontation. Here mem¬ 
bership is at stake in the one and her influence pos¬ 
sibly decisive In the other. 

The problems are related. As a member of the 
United Nations it is felt China Would be helpful as a 
medlary between Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
and President Ayah Khan. 

If, however, China’s membei-ship can only be 
achieved by the resignation or expulsion of Nation- 
ali.st China (Taiwan) it is uncertain whether Pe¬ 
king's representation can be accomplished at this 
time. 

For these Inter-related reasons alone wqrid 
concern with what is going on in the Peows 
Republic Is understandable. For the longer CmK’s 
isolation continues the more unpredictable herre- 
actions to political circumstances everywhere. The 
frontier quarrel with Russia, the nuclear weapons 
fear, the southeast Aslan Involvement, the feud 
with India, in all these areas the composition of the 
Peking administration has a vital bearing. 

If, as seems probable. Premier Chou En-lal’s 
moderate policy is the most acceptable to his col- 
l(*agues of the moment, the world can breathe more 
easily. But the uncertainty remains. And Peking is 
not about to relievo anybody’s mind as long as 
there are possible advantages in maintaining It.

’’He Is a man In a hurry. If 
he Is sometimes rude, and 
even at times a little ruthless, 
his motive Is good,'* a friend 
explained.

How U.S. Lost Patience with Canada 


Premier Lee

The rapid progression from soft to hard-line in 
American econ^c poMcy toward Canada is truly 
remarkable In that what is now being said in Wash¬ 
ington about Canada could not have been imkgined 
two years ago by the wildest anti-American Canadian 
nationalist 

In late 1969, the UJS. did 
have complaints about the 
Trudeau government, but 
everything was muted, polite 
and kept from the press. In 
general, the American attl-- 
tude was one of patience 
based on the belief that C^ana- 
da was a loyal and trusted 
ally. 

American patience began to 
wear thin ki the spring of 
1^0. I was stationed in Wash¬ 
ington at the time and it waa 
clear that channels of com¬ 
munications as well as rap¬ 
port had broken dofwn between 
the two governments.

The Trudeau government Jn 
the spring of 1970 was not 
responding to polite, very pri¬ 
vate American requests tor 
rectification of certain eco¬ 
nomic situations, partioularly 
the operation of the 19G4 au¬ 
tomotive agreement and the 
Canada-U.S. defence-sharing 
agreement. 

ITiere were other issues as 
well, including statements 
and propoaals by the Trudeau 
government on tax reform 
and on the question of foreign 
investment in Canada.

Any sppcuIntliMi that the new Japanese textile agreement 
represented a eraek In the American surtax wall waa soon 
dispHled by the raneor the announcement brought In Tokyo 
and the orgy of self-praise It Inspired within the Nixon ad¬ 
ministration.

My friends In the White 
House were very upset about 
the Greene opus at Denver 
liccause for more than a year 
thf'y had worked on the so- 
called Shultz report on future 
Amerkan oil needs. This mas¬ 
sive report was predicated on 
the belief that Canada^ would 
be a major source of*\meri- 
can ^ergy because Canada 
was «r reliable country.

During the summer of 1970 
White House officials were 
somewhat Confused that the 
Trudeau government should 
liehave in such a hostile way 
to the U.S. at a time wdien 
Canada was living off the 
American economy — running 
up a huge trade surplus, mak¬ 
ing hundreds (A millions of 
dollars from the Vietnam war 
and sending 85 per cent of Its 
industrial exports to the U.S. 

The formally affable polite¬ 
ness of the Nixon administra¬ 


tion toward Canada became 
very cool in that eununer! As 
a reeult of more "leaks" from 
the White House. I was able 
to point out In articles in July 
and September of 1970 that 
Canada would not get Its tra¬ 
ditional trade favors and ex¬ 
emptions when the “crunch’* 
came.

Nevertheless, when the 
“crunch” did come, some 
people In Canada, even In 
hi^ places, expected an ex¬ 
emption despite everything 
the Trudeau government had 
done for three and one-half 
years. There were even some 
who argued that the Ameri¬ 
cans had no choice but to cru¬ 
cify Canada because It had to 
be treated like other coun¬ 
tries. 

Last Oct. 1, I visited a high- 
level Nbcon administration of¬ 
ficial In his office. He was 
waiting for me, with citations 
on what Trudeau had said in 
Russia and other complaints. 

Then he proceeded to read 
a secret Canadian message to 
Washington calling off the en¬ 
ergy tolks the U.S. had re- 
quested. The official was ob¬ 
viously angry as he went on 
to say that die U.S. was con¬ 
sidering “selective" treat¬ 
ment against Canada if Otta¬ 
wa did not meet American 
demands. 

He was particularly in¬ 
censed about Canadian gov- 


ehinvent subsidies to Industry 
In Canada, citing the Mlchelin 
tire plan in Nova Sootia. He 
added that U.S.-bound Mlche- 
lln tires were going to be 
blocked at the border by a 
special tarriff unless things 
c^d be worked out. 


They are threatening a fuz^- 
ther surcharge in the case of 
Ottawa’s $80 million subsidies 
to Canadian industry. They 
are demanding that Flnanca 
Minister Edgar Benson junk 
his tax reform where it af¬ 
fects U.S. interests and UJS. 
citizens. 

These hard-line demands * 
which have been leaked to the 
press are in sharp contrast to 
the first mUd "leede’* in May, 
1970. 

They are demandi which 
must be unacceptable to any 
Canadian govemment beoauae 
they humiliatingly infringe on 
Canadian sovereignty. But 
that is Juet the point. 

Even though the kid gloves 
are off and the iron fist is evi¬ 
dent. you can expect that 
some people in Canada will 
still not realize what is being 
done to them.

J. L. M. Whltbreed to 
prove by teats that there la a 
health hazard from leptic 
tanks in the Deep Cove area. 

Urilesi this can be done. 

■ays Cumming, he will not 
allow Whitbread to ride 
roughahot over elderly resi* 
dents who will have to aell 
Uieir homes because they 
can't afford to conform to 
soma new regulations guvem> 
ing septk tanks. 

Whitbread said earUer this 
week that hla health Inspec¬ 
tors are to clamp down on 
people In View Royal and 
Deep Cove who have aepUo 
tanks that don't meet current 
regulations. 

In View Royal it was later 
announced that another sewer 
referendum could be present¬ 
ed with Uie December elec¬ 
tions. 

But Ojmming layi that he 
will need to see evidence Uiat 
health haa been affected be¬ 
fore he,can agrM with the 


stand being taken by Whit¬ 
bread. 

If action is taken against 
residents in I>aep C3ove, many 
of them elderly and on fixed 
incomaa, Cumming said it 
would mean that they would 
be forced to sell thair homes. 

"They Just don't have 
money to spare," he said. 

Two Years 

"It's been two years now 
sines Whitbread came out 
with a report claiming that 
there are faulty septic tanka 
In Dekp COve — a report that 
couldn’t be supported by evi¬ 
dence,'* said Oinuning. 

"At that time he wanted 
North Saanich oouncB to take 
action agalnat the people on 
the grounds that they were 
creating a nuisance. 

"We wouldn’t agree to that. 
A health hazard If there la one 
sti Hihf be dealt with as suoh. 

"So now he is going to try 
to force these peofile to do 
certain things. 

"Theta people have lived in 
the same hornet for 40 and SO 
years and never had serious 
difflcuTty with their septic 
tank ayatems or had their 
health affected in any way.

The ci'eatioii of a pro¬ 
vincial capital commis¬ 
sion with power* to 
determine Victoria’s fu- 
tui^ development wa.s 
urged Monday by John 
Parkin, one of Canada'* 
foremost architect,s. 

Purchase by goveinmeiits 
of all private land adjoining 
Uie Inner Harbor, to fonn a 
land bank, and preparation of 
an over-all plan fur future 
development should lie among 
the top priorities of suoli a 
commission, Parkin said in an 
interview. 

The ai'chitect, whose quali¬ 
fications include a master's 
degree in architecture from 
Harvard University, presi- 
deniy of the Royal Canadian 
Academy of Arts, chair- 
maiLship of U»e National De¬ 
sign Council and 1.5 Massey 
medals, is currently on a lei- . 
ture tour through Canada and 
spoke to Men's Canadian Club 
of Victoria at Uie Wilson 
Motor Inn Monday. 

With Uie possible exception 
of Queliec City, Poi'kin told 
Uie Colonist, Victoria was the 
most beautiful of Uie 10 provin¬ 
cial capital cities. The claim 
to such distinction, however, 
carried A'itli It the obligation 
to protect tlx* city's beauty. 

Fn>iii ix'iwonal obsen'ation, 
and from discussions with col¬ 
leagues, he had conclude<l 
that Victoria is developing as 
a result of too many ad lx>c 
decisions and without regard 
to a total concept. Victoria’s 
piviblems. he said, aiT iden¬ 
tical. or ai least similar ft> 
those of oUier Canadian and 
U.S. ciUes. 

Parkin, who lives In Toron¬ 
to, warned Victoiians not to ‘ 
Ignore the “inevitable fact’* 
that the city will sfune day 
have a population of half a 
million people. 

If Victoria hopes to deal 
W'ith major urban problems at 
that time, it must plan now, 
he said. 

Whether or not highrise 
buildings are desirable at the 
Inner Harbor shouldn’t be de¬ 
cided on the merits of one 
development proposal. Only 
alter careful study, following 
the preparati<tn of an over-all, 
long-range plan, should the 
city decide wliai form of de¬ 
velopment it w’islies to adopt. 
Parkin advised. 


Here's what Parkin had to 
say about land banks, includ¬ 
ing one for the Inner Hai’bor 
ai*ea: 

“We must consider .land a 
renewable resource, just like 
cHir forests. UnUl now, land 
has been subject to fierce 
speculatioh. Fortunes were 
made and lost by land specu- 
latoi-s. 

“Somehow, we must learn 
to realize that land should not 
be considered a commodity 
wiUi which to gamble. Huge 
land banks must be created 
by all levels of governments. 
All available land must be 
bought by tlie jjubllc and tlien 
leased to pri\’ata entrepre¬ 
neurs. 

“After 40 or 50 years, the 
land and its buildings should 


revert to public ownership for 
wtiat can best be describ^ as 
recycling, If necessary.” 

That way. Parkin said, the 
ubiic wixjld never lose con- 
ffol of a city’s destiny. 

Purchase of land, he said, 
should be financed on a basis 
similar to that which has been 
used for public housing proj¬ 
ects. The federal government 
should assume 50 per cent of 
the cost, die prtyvince 25 per 
cent and the municipality the 
remaining 25 per cent. 

In the case of Victoria, 
Buch land banks or land as¬ 
semblies should be adminis¬ 
tered by a special provincial 
capital commission. This 
commission, he said, could 
functiiXi apart from planning 
boaitls.

Forest Products Waste 


Recycling Research Urged

A U.S. forest economist sug¬ 
gested Monday that the pulp 
and paiier industries should 
be more attentive to the prob¬ 
lem of recycling their prod¬ 
ucts which in urban areas 
have become a “Franken¬ 
stein’s monster.” 

Dr. John Zivnuska, dean of 
the school of forestry and oon- 
aervation at University of Ca¬ 
lifornia, Berkeley, w’as s|ieak- 
ing in Newcomht* auditorium 
to tlie annual convention of 
the Canadian Institute of l*’or- 
eshw which ofiened week-long 
sessions Monday. 

Dr. George Nagle, econo¬ 
mist with the federal Forest 
Research I^buratuiy. Vlo* 
toria, described Zivnuska at 
one of the virorld’s foremost 
forest economists. 

Zivnuska told the foresters 
tliat products of the pulp and 
paper industry constitute up 
to one-half of the dry weight 
of wastes in an urban en- 
vimnment. 

One of socicty’a responses 
to such a prol)lem will involv’s 
recycling more of those mate¬ 
rials but first tliei-e nuust be a 
breakthrough In the techno¬ 
logy of collecting and sorting 
such wastes, he said.

“These trees haN’e values 
which can be recovered only 
through conversion into ooo- 
ventlooal lumber and i*>’wood 
products. Tills results in a

"Don’t offer compliments 
that are not dMerved." he 
says.

Zunin concentrates on 
teaching his students to pay 
attention to little things that 
are imporant when greeting 
people. Things like how much 
feeling you put Into saying 
"hello" and "goodby." 

"Ttie words themselves 
have very little meaning," he 
says. "It's htwv you say 
them.’' 

One of those little things is 
the harxlshake, which Is the 
first contact most |>eop]e 
make with each other. 

Zunin |)oints out that a 
handshake can be very Impor¬ 
tant because people form Hrst 
impressions Tms^ on it. He 
said the president of a large 
company t(»ld him he would 
never hire anyone with a 
clammy handshake. 

However, he sayp people get 
little feedback on their hand- 
ahake. 

"People go through years 
and years of life and never 
know if they have a good or 
lousy handshake," he says. 

He asked all the people to 
stand up and walk around the 
room, shaking hands with as 
many people ' as possible. 
After the handshake, both 
parties were to rate the other 
on a scale of one (for the 
worst) to five (for the best). 

People were to tell each 


other what was good (n* bad 
about their handshake, thus 
giving them the sort of feed¬ 
back they can never get else¬ 
where. 

I was pretty nervous abotil 
this because I have sweaty 
lialma, so 1 already knew the 
president of that company 
would never hire me. I 
thought I’d get lousy ratings, 
and what can you do to stop 
sweating when the more you 
worry about it, the more you 
sweat?

Bike Sales Criticized

Ten-speed bicycles are being sloppily assembled 
and sold without any kind of Instruction about use 
^or care, members of the Victoria branch of the 
Consumers Association of Canada were told Mon¬ 
day. 

President Mra. John Qay said Victoria stores 
aie apparently only interested in selling as many 
bicycles as possible while the sales boom is on. 
They are not concerned about helping the buyer 
use the machine properly. 

“Some stores are employing tecnaged boys 
without experience on a partUme basis to put' 
these bikes together, with just one overseer,” she 
complained. 

All bicycles, she said, are shipped unassembled 
to Victoria stores. 

She said she had had rpany calls from people 
who complained that they had bought bicycles, and 
later found that something hadn’t been put to¬ 
gether correctly the first time around. 

Oth^r complaints were that youngsters had 
never been told how to use the gears correctly, 
and so were misusing them. Con.sequently the 
bicycles needed expensive repairs. 


“It seems that the only pei’son who can or will 
take time to explain anything is the i^epair man. 

The salesman is so busy selling he’s neglected to ^ 
find out anything about the bike,” Mrs. Clay said. 

Other members agreed with her, citing dif¬ 
ficulties which they knew people had \\dth bicycles. • 

I>eota Mace said her daughter had sold 10- 
speod bicycles in a stpi'e without knowing anything 
about them, and had said people weren’t interested 
in instruction, pieferring to figoie things out for 
themselves. 

Her daughter’s only pievious experience with 
lO-speeds was when she had bought one, rode it 
once, and sold It three days later. 

“She just doesn’t like bicycles — she likes a 
c^,” commented Mrs. Mace. 

It was decided to ask the provincial consumers 
board to try to get a resolution before Consumer 
Affaire Minister Ron Basford prohibatirig import 
of the bicycles unless there Is a handbook 
attached. ,

Moore referred to the Nixon

Prosecutor Norman Prelyp- 
chan said Pilatzke was on bail 
while awaiting higher court- 
trial on an uttering charge 
when he was arrested Oct. 9 
in Victoria on the first 
“purpose” charge. Bail was 
set at $2,5(X) for that chaige 
and Pilatzke was released on 
that amount, then arrested 
Oct. 12 on the aecond charge. 

The prosecutor said toe 
crowif position was that ”it's 
not in the interests of tbe 
community toat he be allowed 
looae.” 

Defence lawyer Harold 
Tumham expressed an op¬ 
posite principle — that "the 
main principle of bail Is to 
secure the return of the ac¬ 
cused” and bail should be 
granted If it appears likely 
the accused will return to 
court on schedule. 

Murphy decided to give the 
decision to Prelypehan and 
also set Dec. 1 and 2 as dates 
for preliminary hearings on 
the two “purpose” charges.

Donison said permission to 
use tha legislative buildings 
had been given by tha B.C. 
Centennial committee, and 
that tha model parliament is 
a centennial project of the 
university’s poUtical dubs. 

The model parlaiment will 
open with a speech from the 
throne Saturday morning, and 
continue with debate and in¬ 
troduction of bills during the 
first day. An oral question 
period will be the highlight of 
tha Saturday evening session. 

Sunday there will be time 
for the introduction of private 
members bills, and more 
questions.

A 21-year-old Victorian who 
lost out last week in Victoria 
Provincial Court in his protest 
that a Telex message is not a 
proper basis for arrest was 
returned Monday to Alberta 
for hearing on an armed rob¬ 
bery charge. 

An Edmonton policeman ar¬ 
rived in Victoria as escort for 
Ronald Brian Qmningham, 
21, of 139 Menzies. 

Cunningham was arrested 
Oct. 9 on a three-count charge 
of possession of heroin, mari¬ 
juana and LSD in Victoria. 
Bail was set at $2,0(XI and 
Cunningham was released, 
pending a court hearing Mon¬ 
day. 

Word of his arrest got to 
Edmonton and police in Al¬ 
berta sent a Telex message to 
Victoria asking that (Cun¬ 
ningham be picked up in con¬ 
nection with a warrant Lssued 
after an armed robbery April 
15.1970, in St Albert. AlU. 

In court Wednesday, Cun¬ 
ningham asked Judge William 
Ostler for his release on 
grounds his srrest had been 
without warrant. Ostler ruled 
the next day toat B.C. law 
allows such arrest when 
police are satisfied they have 
the right person and a war¬ 
rant is being sent without 
delay. 

He also ruled the law allows 
such a person to be kept in 
custody six days, after which 
the person is released if the 
warrant hasn’t arrived. The 
six days was effective Thurs¬ 
day.

At one point the 
pilot asked that the refuelling 
be spet'ded up, maybe t li e 
hijacker was getting anxious, 
1 don’t know. 

“1 increased the pressure 
a little, but not much so the 
change wouldn’t be too ob¬ 
vious." 

MacDonald said that wlieti 
he completed his task, he 
went for coffee. 

"1 was glad when the whole 
thing was over.”

Hoey was refetiing to a 
study published by B.C, Itoe- 
pital Insurance Service which 
blMiies d(»ctors tor many 
costly delays in oai^ng for 
hospital patients. 

It. has lieen suggested that 
the rep(»rt, which mentio^Ui no 


names, ts based on m study 
done kt Royal Jubilee Hospi¬ 
tal in 1968. 

H<jey said the report had 
stated Incorrectly that "large 
hospitals aiw perfect," and "a 
delky in patient dlscliajge is 
automatically harmful." 

He said large taJspftaU were 
far from perfect, and he ob¬ 
jected to the "outdated re¬ 
port t * having mentioned 
delays in discharging. 


Tlie leport, lamev^, did 
m»t include reports on patients 
who were prematurely dis- 
oharged, and then had to be 
returned hir iisiger periods as 
tlie result of failure to conva¬ 
lesce properly, Hoey puiiUed 
out. 

Hoey said lie felt there was 
criticism against the medical 
profession creeping into pul>- 
lic opinion, "which I ieel is 
unwaiwanted "
